There  have  been  from  all  cauaea  90  deatha,  both  of  the 
inhabitanta  hjwa  and  of  thoae  belonging  here  who  have  died 
in  other  diatricta;  that  givey  a rate  of  13  per  1,000  peraona. 
an  average  of  12  in  the  ten  yeara  paat. 

There  were  only  7 deatha  of  children  under  12  yeara, 
aa  againat  17  laat  year.  There  were  no  deatha  reported 
from  diarrhoea,  and  the  epidemic  of  meauleu  - 226  caaea  ~ not 
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hav  ing  cauueci  many  deatha. 

The  Eirth  rats  ia  small,  being  only  21.8,  aa  againat  an 
average  of  24  for  the  paat  ten  yeara.

The  rain  of  the  paat  year  haa  had  the  beneficial  effecta 
of  waahing  the  aewera , ^^a^/kesping  the  duat  and  fliea  down, 
both  of  which  are  the  cauae  of  much  illneaa. 

The  Milk  aupply  ia  of  good  quality,  the  Cow-aheda  are 
inapected  and  are  clean,  the  alteration  required  in  one 
particular  ahippon,  haa  been  attended  to. 

The  water  aupply  ia  good. 

Some  of  the  cottages  have  been  much  improved  aa  living 
places. 
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29  Plants  have  been  approved,  by  the  Council  during  the 
patst  year,  for  55  houses.  The  total  number  of  houses  cer- 
tified for  habitation  during  the  year  was  44. 

41  houses  are  now  in  course  of  erection.
